Readjustment of the tax burden of Wisconsin by a shift of $6,G48,- 


236 in tax from general property to incomes, through operation of a 
general income tax proposal designed to raise S12,600,000 ^annually from 
earnings of individuals and corporations, is provided for'.in the revenue 
bill outlined by Gov. Biaine hi his message today. 


To raise this additional amount, together with $1,000,000 more for 


support of the teachers' retirement fund, the governor proposes in his 
bill to increase income tax rates on individuals and corporations with 
larger incomes, and to remove approximately five-sixths of the present 
personal property offset to the income tax. 


The governor, in hia message, says that his bill provides that a per- 


sonal property offset can be used only against that portion of the new 
income tax, 36 2-3.percent, that is. to he paid to the local unit. The gov- 
ernor maintains that this will repeal five-sixths of the present personal 
property offset. 


Of the $12,000,000 produced iby his suggested plan of taxation, 57,- 


800,000 would 'go to the state, and the remaining $4,300,000 to the locali- 
ties hi -which the tax is collected, these localities retaining 36 2-3 per 
cent of the revenue from the .income levy. A personal property offset, 
amounting to not more than 50 per cent of the income tax allotted to the 
cities, would be allowed. 
This- could cut the city revenue to §2,400,000.

•ions. There may be provisions re- 
lating to administration that ought 
io be modified. It is claimed, how- 
erer, that the policies set forth

Briefly, I shall point out the sa- 


lient provisions of the bill as it re- 
lates to policy, and the results- that 
wil! follow if such policy is adopt- 
ed.

unpaid taxes because of fraudulent 
or incorrect returns. 
The policy 


suggested is the imposition of an 
additional tax, not exceeding 50% 
of the 'back taxes -withheld, depend- 
ing: entirely upon the - degree 
.of 


\vilfullness, the fraud or the negli- 
gence, and also providing for the 
payment of interest on such taxes 
withheld at the rate of G"/c, except 
in the case of an assessment made 
on a voluntarily corrected return, 
in which case the interest is waiv- 
ed. These provisions1 certainly will 
have the effect of hastening the au- 
dits of returns for taxes withheld, 
and ought to save the state large 
sums or money. The policy is sug- 
gested, and -while there may be 
some suggested modification; ' the 
plan appears, to be a feasible and 
effective one.. 


These suggestions cover-the main 


changes in policy, and are 
more 


specifically pointed out in the ten- 
tative draft of the bill submitted 
herewith.

Resurrection over death. The hymn 
portrays to a considerable extent 
the triumphant joy which was ex- 
pres'sed during: the Easter time by 
the early Christians.

much more sedate, but many of the 
peasants in France and Italy still 
cling to the custom of singing and 
making merry during the .Easter 
season of seven or eight days.

RIOR to the convening of the legisla- 
ture the adjutant general's depart- 


ment went before the state board of pub- 
lic affairs, of which Gov. Elaine is a 
member, and asked for an appropriation 
of 5600,000 a year for the years 1923-4 
and 1924-5. The board of public affairs 
voted to recommend this appropriation 
to the legislature. 


Then came the convention of the Wo- 


men's Progressive association. Like a 
bolt out of a clear sky, the women voted 
for a resolution to abolish the national 
guard. The state and the nation were, 
for the moment, stunned. It seemed an 
unheard of procedure. The women, how- 
ever, less inclined to bow to political ex- 
pediency then men, held to their position 
and began to give to the people of Wis- 
consin information on the growth of mili- 
-psrism in this state. These women told 
members of the assembly how the na- 
toinal guard had become a part of the 
Washington war machine, how $1,500,- 
000 was being expended annually in this 
state for the maintenance of military es- 
tablishments and how children are be- 


sent to barracks while money was 


oeing spent for the implements of war. 


The women convinced the members of 


the assembly and the action of the as- 
sembly followed. 
Then came the out- 


burst from militarist sources and the 
question came out into ihe open'for dis- 
cussion.

ASN'T the discussion that has been 
raised by the women and the mem- 


. bers of the assembly been worth while? 


The national guard appropriation for 


the coming two years came before the 
joint finance committee yesterday. 
\ The adjutant general's department 
Jh.ich, at the beginning of the session, 


"" contended that $600,000 a year would -be 


needed for the department, came before 
tha committee yesterday and themselves 
asked for an appropriation of $367,000 
a year—a saving of 3233,000 a year over 
their previous estimate. And, mind you, 
Col. Salsman stated that an appropria- 
tion of $367,000 a year would take care 
»f a national guard of 6,272 men— 
-TWICE A3 LARGE AS WE HAD BE- 
FOEE THE WAR. 


In other words—on the estimate of the 


adjutant general's department the agita- 
.tion that has followed the action of the 
women in this state had already brought 
a saving to the taxpayers of Wisconsin 
of $466,000 for the coming two years.

[To The Editor]—I read your article on the 


sales' tax in a recent issue of The Times and I 
must say I was disgnsted. 


The idea .of a "gentleman" advocating a 


sales tax of. five cents a gallon on gasoline is 
nothing, short of absurd. I can't see your point 
as yet and I don't think I wi'l unless you put 
up a very strong argument. In the meantime 
I would like to ask a gentleman a few ques- 
tions. 


Why put a sales tax on gasoline when trucks 


are just coming into their own? Is the truck 
not a necessary mode of transportation in 
the present age of industry? Not only local 
delivery service but inter-city service would be 
seriously handicapped. 
Rapid delivery would 


swffer a knockout if trucks had to be replaced 
with teams. That is what would happen in a 
great many cases if there was such a tax. In- 
ter-city trucks that carry goods between points 
in four or five hours would be withdrawn and 
a great many consumers and producers would 
wait two days for freight to make the same 
distance on the railroad. Not only that, but " 
the most logical moans of forcing down the 
exorbitant freight rates is the keen compe- 
tition the truck lines are able to furnish the 
railroads. They can do this because the cost 
of operation and maintenance is so much low- 
er, but you wish to boost the cost of operation 
out of sight. May I ask, do you own a large 
block of railroad stock? 


Another thing, where would the office work- 


er and the wage earner come in for their eve- 
ning ride in the country when the day's work 
is done? Can they afford this with gasoline 
selling at five cents more per gallon? Maybe 
this particular .recreation is reserved for gen- 
tlemen and the rest are to stay home and 
spend the evening in the kitchenette minding 
the baby who needs the fresh country air. 


I am not a radical nor a socialist and don't 


harp continuously on the differences of the 
capitalistic and working classes, but state- 
ments like yours make me sore. I do believe 
in most of the progressive ideals that

and I will stack them against ideas such as 
yovi advocated and which in my estimation be- 
long to a nage that has long since passed.
